Applicant argues that the examiner's interpretation of the claim limitation 
" prompting " is the complete opposite of the user menu disclosed by Reimer. The 
examiner disagrees and notes that the dictionary terms cited by Applicant are consistent 
with the examiner's interpretation of the claim limitation " prompting ". For example, the 
first definition provided states, "to move to act, spur, incite", none of which state if this 
process is automatically performed by the computer system, or if initiated by the user. 
Clearly a prompt is being displayed therefore the user is prompted. The Applicant is 
assuming that the claim limitation prompting asserts that a computer is automatically 
performing the prompting of the user, as opposed to the user initiating the prompting, in 
either case, the user is being prompted. Therefore the examiner's interpretation of the 
claim limitation prompting is not unreasonable. 

Applicant also argues that Wang is non-analogous art because Wang is not 
within a video processing system. The examiner notes that Wang is used to provide the 
advantage of the searching/query capabilities of the search software provided by 
Reimer. The video processing system is already taught by Reimer and the examiner 
has simply provided the Wang reference to teach an improved searching software 
program for searching through text database (which Reimer uses to find the proper 
video portion). The examiner further notes that Wang clearly teaches that a set-top box 
can be used to perform the queries/searches (see Column 4, Lines 52-59). Therefore, 
even though Wang does not teach the word video in any of the four corners of the 
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Wang reference, Wang clearly teaches that the searching/querying software can clearly 
be contained within a video processing system.
